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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 8 is objected to because it contains a typographical error. Examiner suggests the 
term "perfomcapture" in claim 8 should be replaced with "perform capture". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson et al 
(US Patent No. 6,531,547), hereinafter Johnson ('547)- 

Johnson ('547) discloses a method and system for controlling a medical imaging 
apparatus, wherein the system includes means for controlling the imaging apparatus remotely 
via a network, and wherein the device is controlled by DICOM commands (Abstract, col. 8 lines 
1-12, Fig. 2). Johnson C547) also provides a server (col. 2 lines 12-15 & 44-47) and a host 
computer (col. 7 lines 46-48). The system of Johnson ('547) may be used with x-ray, CT, MR 
and ultrasound imaging (col. 2 lines 57-60). Johnson ('547) additionally discloses a remote 
control program to generate at least one DICOM command (col. 2 lines 46-48). The server of 
Johnson C547) is capable of controlling capture, storage or transmission of digital image data 
(col. 5 lines 23-40). Johnson ('547) additionally provides means and steps for converting image 
data into DICOM format (col. 5 lines 47-52). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure. Mortimore (US Patent No. 5,740,428) discloses a related method and system for 
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DICOM-controlled medical imaging including means and steps for digital conversion of image 
data. Babula (US PG Pubs. No. 2002/0004798 Ai) and Groezinger (US Patent No. 6,101,407) 
disclose related systems and methods for DICOM-format medical imaging.
